MEETING MINUTES 
JANUARY 13, 1994

The new CONTROLLER update 
was next on the agenda. Being that 
Jake-N9DKH was unable to give an update, 
Earl-KBSDSV filled in with some highlights that he 
new? These being that some parts were still 
on order but the programing was almost 
completed. Next item of concern was the 
subject of " PL " was an old Motorala term 
meaning ' PRIVATE LINE ” Bob-WASSWX gave a 
brief explaination of what it consisted of & how 
it works. It was also mentioned that most of 
the repeaters in the area are going " PL " 
because of the interference in the air now 
these days. " PL " was STRONGLEL Y 
recomended also because of the extra wear 
the interference was causing on the 
REPEATERS.

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TRANSMITTER HUNT RULES 


The hunt will begin at 7:00 p.m. the TUESD^Y after the 
MIKE and KEY CLUB MEETING. The operation frequency 
will be 147.555 SIMP. 


The hidden transmitter must remain on the same ANTENNA 
during the hunt. 


The hidden station must remain at the same power level 
throughout the hunt unless all remaining hunters agree 
to a level change. 


All hunters checking in late will be considered as 
starting from the beginning time. ( NO CREDIT ) 


No ciues will be given out unless ALL remaining hunters 
agree to them. 


The hiding spot MUST be on --- PUBLIC access property 
( no houses, garages, etc ) NO private property or pay 
parking lots. 


The hidden transmitter must be within 100 feet of a 
driveable road. ( vou must be able to drive within 100 
feet of the transmitter ) 


Feed line to the antenna must be 250 feet or less. 

The hidden must be on the air at least 50% of the 
duration of hunt --- OFF time must be no longer than 2 
min. between QSO transmissions. 

Hidden transmitter must be heard by at least 2 or more 
of the hunters. If the hidden transmitter can't be 


heard, a general direction must be given. 


The hidden transmitter operators must keep a log of the 
times each team took to locate them.

CONTROLLER 


As | work on the new controller system, 
putting everything together into a working 
package is time comsuming, but will be worth all 
the time & sweat put into it. It also requires me 
to inform all members initially about how they 
get access numbers. 

All members who had a macro numbers 
eves ( as of last macro list from 
John-KE9AS ) are put in the new system 
already. Those that are not on macro list and 
wish to have a access number can inform me 
Jake-NSDKH or send a note along with their 
dues ( If not paid ). 

This system requires me to insert information 
about each user along with a access number to 
make it respond to you. Send a note to the 
club P.O. box only if you do not have a macro 
number. 

Also the codes for the 147.120 repeater will 
be completely different than the 147.360 
repeater, so if you wish to use the NEW system 
and have waited to pay your DUES, do it now 
as it is easier to insert users now, It is my goal 
to have almost ail users inserted before it qoes 
up on the hill.
